From Marble Arch to Arc de Triomphe for breast cancer funds 

WHY SURGEON RICHARD IS ON 
A MARATHON CYCLE RIDE 
CHALLENGE FOR HIS PATIENTS 


A LOCAL hospital consultant will be 
taking part in the ‘Arch to Arc’ cycle ride 
from London to Paris later this month. 

Richard Johnson, a consultant breast surgeon at 
the Princess of Wales Hospital, Bridgend, is well 
into his training for the gruelling 350-mile 
challenge, which will see him raise money for the 
breast endowment funds POW and Neath Port 
Talbot hospitals have run for many years. 

The event starts in Marble Arch on July 23 and 
ends at the Arc de Triomphe on July 26, the day 
before the Tour de France finishes. 

He explained; “WeTl be covering 80-90 miles a 
day, but the final stage will be 26 miles into the 
centre of Paris. 


“I’ve done a bit of cycling over the last couple of 
years - short distances after work to get some fresh 
air and clear my head, but nothing more serious 
than that, until now. 

“My brother asked me about it during my 
daughter’s 18th birthday party and I agreed. There 
will be a small group of us going, as part of his 
firm’s annual charity ride.” 

Richard has been training since before Christmas 
and is now clocking up about 120 miles a week: 
“It’s actually quite good fun. I’m getting fitter and 
losing weight. 

“I’m doing a lot of hill work at the moment. 
Fortunately, the route is (I’m told, relatively flat), 
but even so, I don’t think Chris Froome has 


anything to worry about.” 

Sponsorship forms are available in both hospitals 
for staff and patients who would like to support 
Richard. They are located in the day case and main 
theatres, outpatients and with the breast care nurses. 

He also has a page on BT’s My Donate website, 
with all donated money going to the cause. 

The endowment funds are used to buy equipment 
for breast cancer outpatient departments and 
operating theatres at Princess of Wales and Neath 
Port Talbot hospitals. 

Richard added: “Everything the money is spent 
on is for the benefit of breast cancer patients.”

Barrage lock-out could 
have put lives at risk 


W E sailed our small boat from 
Minehead to Cardiff on 
Thursday, leaving at 3am to 
catch the last of the incoming tide. 

On arrival, a few hours later off Penarth pier, we 
called barrage control to request access through the 
lock to Cardiff Bay and were told by the staff at 
this normally excellent service that they were on 
strike. 

They said the lock would only be operated in an 
emergency and suggested we went to Barry or tie 
up in the outer harbour for 15 hours until midnight. 

One of our crew was returning to London, and 
going ashore near low water in an area not 
designed for such a landing looked impractical, so 
we decided to sail to Barry. 

By the time we reached Sully island, the wind 
had increased to westerly force six (a yachtsman’s 
gale!) so it became a bumpy journey. 

Fortunately, we found a mooring in Barry 
harbour and the Barry Yacht Club members who 
greeted us were, without exception, friendly and 
helpful. 

But the barrage closure and denial of access to 
Cardiff from the sea could potentially cause 


decisions to be made which would put lives at risk. 

This is also a further reminder that the great 
feature which lies virtually unused at the heart of 
Barry - the number one dock - could become a 
vibrant addition to the town and a true alternative 
to Cardiff.

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2020 vision 
creates new 
ministry 
in Bridgend

A SECOND ministry area 
has been created in 
Bridgend as work forges 
ahead with 2020 Vision - 
the strategy for growth 
called for by the Church in 
Wales. 

The benefice of Coity, Brackla 
and Nolton has been expanded to 
include the parish of Coychurch 
with the Rector Mike Komor 
being licensed as Rector and 
Revs Jayne Shaw and Pauline 
Smith as the assistant curates. 

The strategy follows a wide- 
scale review of the Church in 
Wales which was commissioned 
to see how the church could best 
serve Wales by the time it 
celebrates its centenary in 2020. 
At its heart is the creation of 
‘Ministry Areas’ led by teams of 
clergy and lay people. 


Mike, Jayne and Pauline were 
all licensed by the Assistant 
Bishop of Llandaff, David 
Wilboume, at St Crallo’s Church, 
Coychurch. 

Bishop David said: “The 
licensing at Coychurch was more 
than a bit like a marriage between 
a vibrant, outward-looking church 
and a vibrant team of clergy, who 
will simply be extending their 
pastoral care in the Bridgend 
area. 

“Coychurch is very much part 
of Bridgend and so it makes 
sense to be linked with its 
neighbouring parish in this way.” 

There are understood to be 
historical links between the 
medieval churches at Coychurch 
and Coity - so the ministry area 
grouping means history has come 
full circle. 

Mike Komor was formerly 


vicar in the Rectorial benefice of 
Llantwit Major and vicar of 
Ewenny with St Brides Major 
before being appointed Rector of 
Coity, Nolton and Brackla in 
2005. He was Area Dean for 
Bridgend from 2004 to 2010. 

Jayne Shaw has been the 
Assistant Curate in Coity, Nolton 
and Brackla since October 2012. 

Pauline Smith was ordained in 
June at Llandaff Cathedral and 
takes up her first curacy in 
Bridgend. 

Another Bridgend parish - 
Laleston and Merthyr Mawr was 
extended to include Pen-y-Fai - 
creating a new larger ministry 
area at the end of last year. The 
addition of Coychurch to Coity, 
Nolton and Brackla means it is 
the second ministry area to be 
created in the Bridgend area 
within the last year.

Davies, took on seven schools 
from around Britain before 
ultimately missing out to the 
winning Wakefield team by a 
mere 10 points. 

The annual competition invites 
teams of students aged 14-17 to 
compete in a knockout quiz which 
tests them on a range of subjects, 
including consumer rights, money 
and finance and social 


responsibility issues. 

Supporting the team in 
Harrogate was Brynteg’s deputy 
headmaster Robert Hopkins. He 
said: “The boys deserve a great 
deal of praise for the hard work 
they put in to this competition. 

“The margin of victory was 
extremely narrow, but they were 
committed from the outset and 
should be proud of their 
achievement. 

“I have been involved in this 
competition for a number of years, 
and this is certainly the closest 
we’ve ever come to claiming the 
top prize.” 

Brynteg’s journey began after 
winning a local competition 
involving five other schools from 
Bridgend county borough in 
November 2013. This led the team 
to the Welsh regional finals in 


Cardiff in March, where they 
finished runners up. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council Deputy Leader, Coun 
David Sage, said: “Fm extremely 
proud of the fact that this is the 
third consecutive year that a team 
from a local school has 
represented Wales at this 
competition. 

“They put up a great fight and 
were a credit to their school and 
county borough. 

“Consumer rights can often be 
difficult to interpret, so there are 
huge advantages to being well- 
informed in this field. 

“Our students now know what 
they are entitled to if things go 
wrong with goods and services 
when buying online, which will 
make them more savvy in the long 
term.”

environmental 
challenges. Many of 
these are a legacy from 
the past, but it is 
increasingly recognised 
that more needs to be 
done to ensure that the 
current generation does 
not leave them as 
challenges for future 
generations. 

This accords with the 
famous saying which is 
on my noticeboard to 
remind me that - ‘We do 
not inherit the earth from 
our fathers, we borrow it 
from our children’. 

The Minister sets out 
the three key aims of the 
Bill, which will be 
subject to widespread 
consultation and 
scrutiny - giving a 
renewed sense of

gaining further multi- 
media skills, as a result 
of the programme. 

Over the summer, I 
will be visiting other 
businesses who have 
taken part on this 
scheme including 
solicitors and 
accountancy firms, a 
Cardiff Airport business 
and manufacturing 
businesses in the Vale. 

Many of these 
employers have taken on 
young people following 
the six-month Jobs 
Growth Wales financial 


support from the Welsh 
Government. GO Wales 
(Graduate Opportunities) 
has had similar success 
and is highly rated by 
employers. 

This is how Welsh 
Government intervention 
can help secure a 
‘balanced recovery’ and 
offer opportunities for 
young people so that 
they can help build 
sustainable communities 
with their skills and 
employment prospects. 

The Einancial Times 
recently featured the 
Shadow Secretary of

Pensions, Rachel Reeves 
MP, following her visit 
to Wales with the 
Shadow Cabinet where 
she met employers and 
young people who had 
benefited from Jobs 
Growth Wales and said 
this was a model for the 
rest of the UK.

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Four years after child 
tragedy, MP welcomes 
electric gate measures 


FOUR years after the tragic death of a 
child in Bridgend from an electronic gate, 
charity Gatesafe and its patron Madeleine 
Moon MP, have secured reforms to 
increase the safety of electric fences across 
the country. 

Earlier this month the Government’s Minister for 
Disabilities wrote to the Bridgend MP outlining a 
series of changes the Health and Safety Executive is 
implementing to improve the safety of electric gates 
across Wales and the whole of the UK. 

The letter followed a meeting in March, where 
Mrs Moon and Richard Jackson, head of Gatesafe, 
which campaigns on the issue of gate safety, met 
with the Minister and the Health and Safety 
Executive, to call for changes to help prevent 
another tragic death occurring again. 

Mrs Moon reported that after highlighting how 
the guidance on what is needed to ensure gate safety 
needed clarifying, the Minister in his response stated 
that the HSE had already drawn up simple advice in 
the forms of EAQs to clarify what would and 
wouldn’t be safe. 

The HSE is also drawing up more detailed advice 
for installers that will be available by the autumn. 

The Gatesafe campaign emerged after July 2010, 
when five-year-old Karolina Golabek from Bridgend 
died when safety features on a gate near her home 
failed. In June the case against the two firms 
involved in building and maintaining the gate 
concluded. The firms admitted they had failed to 
follow safety guidelines and were fined £110,000 by 
the courts. 

Eollowing the announcement by the Government, 
Mrs Moon said:“I was especially pleased to see the 
Minister acknowledged the role Karolina’s tragic 
death had had in leading his department to look at 
the relevant standards and to recognise that they did 
not provide adequate safeguards. 

“The Department of Works and Pensions has also 
raised a formal objection with the European 
Commission and they expect the European 
Commission for Standardisation to work on revising

standards to meet the concerns we have raised. 

“I feel confident that the changes needed to 
prevent further tragedies with electronic gates are 
now beginning to take place.” 

Richard Jackson, head of the charity GateSafe, 
said: “We are, of course, delighted to hear that the 
HSE has taken steps to improve the guidance on key 
safety issues for automated gates and we look 
forward to receiving feedback on the progress with 
the European Commission and European Committee 
for Standardisation. 

“Whilst we absolutely welcome this progress, we 
maintain there is a need to demystify/simplify the 
advice to installers/end users on what actually 
constitutes a safe automated gate - and to deliver 
any revised recommendations in a format that is easy 
for the professional installer to comprehend. 

“Our Gate Safe Aware training represents a very 
practical course, which focuses less on the theory of 
the standards, and more on the hands-on risk 
assessment-led approach to delivering a safe and 
compliant automated gate.” 

Further meetings between the HSE and Gatesafe 
are now planned to ensure these changes are 
embedded into practise across the UK.

ONE FRANCHISE THAT DESERVES TO 
ENTER THE AGE OF EXTINCTION! 


I T’S often been 
said that should 
the world be 
blasted by a 
nuclear explosion, 
then the only thing 
to survive would be 
cockroaches. 

Based on his ability to 
chum out the same 
formulaic, overly-glo s sy 
‘action spectaculars’ that 
spell ‘ker-ching’ for 
studios, it seems you 
could add Michael Bay 
to that list. 

Having said that he 
was finished with the 
Transformers franchise 
after 20irs Dark of the 
Moon, Bay has returned 
to the cash cow, having 
stated that this outing, 
subtitled Age of 
Extinction, will act as a 
new beginning for the 
franchise, starting a new 
trilogy. 

It stars Mark 
Wahlberg as Cade 
Yeager, who along with 
his daughter (Nicola 
Peltz) and her boyfriend 
(Jack Reynor), find 
themselves caught up in 
an all-out war as 
Autobots and 
Decepticons are hunted 
down by a shadowy 
group marshalled by 
Harold Attinger (Kelsey 
Grammer); teaming with 
Optimus Prime, Cade 
must try to stop 
Attinger’s plan, which 
sees Prime hunted by a 


bounty hunter called 
Lockdown... 

The Transformers 
franchise has been a case 
of diminishing returns 
since the first one, the 
films seemingly 
designed to show that 
Michael Bay loves fast 
cars, beautiful women, 
sunsets and computer¬ 
generated carnage. 

The nadir seemed to 
be Dark of the Moon’s 
near-hour climax of loud 
noises and computerised 
robots battling each 
other. 

For all Bay’s talk of 
how this new trilogy 
would be different from 
the previous one, in 
reality, this comment is 
almost as foolhardy as 
those who consider these 
films to be in any way 
worthwhile. 

Age of Extinction is a 
bone-jarringly atrocious 
piece of film making for 
an audience who care 
little for basic elements 
such as character 
development and 
storytelling - 
desensitised to Bay’s lust 
for spectacle and flashy 
visuals by the video 
games they spend most 
of their lives on. 

There is not one iota 
of artistic merit in this 
film at all; while the 
human cast have all 
been parachuted in to 
replace the previous 
trilogy’s acting ensemble

(and the word ‘acting’ is 
used in the loosest 
possible terms), the main 
stars of the show are the 
titular robots, many of 
whom are new to 
proceedings but look the 
same and behave the 
same. 

In all honesty, you’re 
not all that bothered who 
they are, and as the film 
progresses, couldn’t 
really care less about 
what happens to them. 

The story takes a 
jumping off point (that, 
after their monotonous 
demolition of Chicago in 
the last film, both 
Autobots and 
Decepticons are being 
hunted down to pay for 
what they did, despite 
the Autobots’ assistance 
in saving humanity). 

It then completely 
wastes it with inane 
dialogue - a story that is 
purely designed to move 
from action set-piece to 
action set-piece, with 
character development 
and dialogue that is best 
described as hackneyed. 

Yeager’s daughter’s 
boyfriend is a stock car 
racer - why? (When he 
performs a death- 
defying driven escape, 
we know it’s not luck) 


and fails to elicit 
anything from the 
audience other than 
painful apathy. 

It doesn’t help that it’s 
duller than the the 
average member of The 
Only Way Is Essex When 
said dullness is stretched 
to a running time of 160 
minutes, it becomes an 
endurance test for the 
strongest-willed of 
cinemagoers. 

It doesn’t help that 
Bay makes the film look 
just like all the others - 
the action sequences feel 
like retreads from 
previous escapades, 
while the repetitive use 
of his stylistic tics, 
repeated use of wonky 
camera angles and heat 
hazes (not to mention 
the sunset shot that feels 
almost pastiche now), 
ends up grinding. 

His cast work with 
what they have, but their 
performances just don’t 
wor. Wahlberg tries 
gamely, but can’t help 
overplaying his hand to 
compensate for the lack 
of any real depth, while 
both Nicola Peltz and 
Jack Reynor are an 
improvement on the 
previous trilogy’s young 
lovers but still fail to 


resonate. Stanley Tucci 
salvages some pride 
with a hammy 
performance that knows 
the sort of film it’s in, 
but Kelsey Grammer 
plays a one-note bad guy 
with no real aplomb. 

It’s hardly surprising 
that Age of Extinction is 
something of an exercise 
in making a film devoid 
of subtlety or indeed 
quality, particularly 
given how automated 
and intelligence- 
insulting the franchise 
has become. 

But for a film 
supposedly based on 
new starts, it doesn’t 
even come close to 
treading new ground. 

While the popular 
opinion may differ, 
judging by the large box 
office this film has 
generated so far, both 
the franchise, and 
Michael Bay, should be 
entering an Age of 
Extinction themselves. 

VERDICT: 
Monotonous, bloated, 
intelligence-insulting, 
leaden, creatively 
bankrupt, overlong, 
migraine inducing, 
painful... and that’s just 
the opening hour. That 
such a terrible, low-brow

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More success for 
Llantwit archers in 
UK championship 


JUST two weeks 
after Llantwit 
Major Archers 
dominated the 
Welsh & Open Field 
Archery 
Championships, the 
club was back in 
action at the UK & 
Ireland Field 
Archery 
Championships, 
where they helped 
the Welsh team 
achieve its most 
successful ever 
results. 

The UK & Ireland 
Championships were 
hosted by Wales on July 
12-13 at the Glyncornel 
Field Archery Centre in 
Ton Pentre, I^ondda. 

This is the premier 
field archery tournament 
in the Home Nations and 
the local club was 
looking strong going into 
the tournament, after 
having dominated the 


recurve freestyle and 
barebow recurve division 
at the Welsh 
Championships a 

fortnight earlier. 

While the weather was 
near perfect, the standard 
of the competition was 
very high and the courses 
were set to be very 
difficult, with the host 
club, Pentref Bowmen, 
using the hilly terrain to 
create some extremely 
challenging shots. 

In the gents recurve 
division, former two- 
time world champion 
Mat Symmonds used his 
experience, coping very 
well with the terrain to 
return an impressive 
round one score. 

However, he was 
edged into second 
position by another 
former world champion, 
Jonathan Shales of 
England. 

Round two was much 
the same story, with 
Shales taking a small but 
significant lead to land 


the title, with the local 
archer having to settle for 
the silver medal. 

Nathan Trew, shooting 
in the same division, 
suffered a little from the 
demands of the course in 
the first round to be in 
fifth place overnight, but 
he rallied during the 
second and final round to 
finish in fourth. 

It was good news in 
the ladies recurve 
division as well where 
club chairman Teresa 
Goodwin continued to 
impress. Teresa took gold 
two weeks earlier at the 
Welsh Championships at 
her first international 
appearance. 

This time around she 
scored another two 
personal best scores to 
finish second, having 
displaced several much 
more experienced 
archers.

solid performance. He 
was unable to hold out 
experienced Scottish 
international Thomas 
Witton of Fife but landed 
the silver medal. 

There was success for 
the local club also in the 
barebow recurve division 
where leuan Graham 
defeated fellow 

Welshman Joseph Gale 
of Treorchy to take gold, 
while Claire Campbell 
impressed on only her 
second international 
appearance to take the 
bronze medal in the 
ladies barebow division. 

The biggest success of 
the weekend for Wales 
was the Home Nations 
Team Championship and 
Llantwit Major archer 
Mat Symmonds featured 
in the Welsh Team. 

In 2013, the national 
team won the title for the 
first time in 20 years, so 
this year’s event was 
hotly anticipated in 
Wales.

Tom cycling from Calais to 
Rome in memory of his Dad 


AYOUNG 
Bridgend graduate 
is taking on a solo 
cycling challenge of 
1,100 miles for 
charity. 

Tom Williams lost his 
father to a stroke in 1999 
when he was just seven 
years old. Now aged 22, 
Tom is determined to 
complete an incredible 
fundraising challenge for 
the Stroke Association, 
that will see him cycle 
from Calais to Rome in 
14 days. 

On August 8,Tom will 
begin his journey by 
train and ferry to Calais. 
Early next day, hcTl be 
setting off from Calais to 
his first stop in Saint-

Over the 14 days, 
he’ll cycle to 
Luxembourg and back 
through Erance to 
Switzerland.

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The worrying signs 
that put beekeepers 
on maximum alert 


WILL the calls to 
attend swarms get 
any fewer this 
month? It does not 
seem to be likely as 
the calls are still 
coming in. 

However, there is a 
definite change in the 
weather, cooler 
conditions are present 
and this will bring about 
a change in our colonies’ 
activities. 

Here at Fonmon 
Apiary, three of my 
hives have swarmed, 
despite my best efforts. 
Two of the three 
swarmed colonies are 
proceeding as they 
should - that is, the new 
queens are now present 
and it will be at least a 
month before I can 
expect to see any 
internal signs i.e. eggs 
being laid. 

Each new queen 
should make a mating 
flight from her hive to 
meet up with males 
(drones) and on her 
return, a new colony 
structure will proceed. 

As with all things to 


do with beekeeping, the 
weather plays a 
dominant role. If 
conditions are such that 
the new queens cannot 
make the required 
mating flight, I will have 
a colony of bees where 
the unmated queen can, 
and will, start laying 
eggs, - but the bees that 
will emerge from these 
eggs will be drones 
(males) 

This colony will be 
doomed, as it must have 
workers present 
(females) 

I will keep a close eye 
on things. Now, what 
about the third colony? 

It was very noisy when I 
opened it up - instead of 
a gentle, shall we say, 
humming sound - the 
bees were frantic and a 
distinct roaring noise 
was apparent. 

This should alert the 
beekeeper as it signifies 
that all is not well. They 
are queen-less. The new 
queen may well have 
gone on a mating flight 
and has failed to return. 
A shower of rain may 
have caught her out, or a

bird could have seized 
her! 

Whatever the reason, 
this colony now has 
problems, there are no 
eggs present so no new 
queen can be 
forthcoming. Left to 
themselves one of the 
existing females will 
start laying eggs but 
they, too, will only 
emerge as drones 
(males) and we are back 
to square one. 

(I have used one of the 
swarms I have gathered 
to hopefully correct 
things, but I will 
describe the method in a 
later article).

Dyffryn Gardens had a 
royal visit this month 
and a display of the 
beekeeping activity was 
requested. On entering 
our marquee, there was 


much interest shown by 
Prince Charles and the 
Duchess of Cornwall, as 
they are both 
beekeepers. They 
remarked upon the 
predominance of 
swarms, so even royal 
bees do their own thing. 

I had a conversation 
with the Duchess and 
she is aware of current 
problems in the 
beekeeping world, her 
knowledge stems from 
the fact that she has 
colonies of her own. 

So far, this year has 
been very suitable for all 
insects, but their 
numbers are still 
declining. You only have 
to look at the front of 
your car to confirm this. 
The lack of dead insects 
on the bodywork 
compared with years 
gone by is as good an 
indicator as you can get. 


Underta/zer’s

JOHN BETTLES, 
founder and director 
of Green Willow 
Funerals recently^ 
gave a talk to the 
club entitled 
^Humour in the 
Funeral Profession.^ 

John explained that 
he came into the 
profession after a varied 
career, mainly in 
services to the 
community. 

He arrived in Cardiff 
in 1975 and in 1982 
became chief executive 
of Cardiff YMCA. His 
father had left his 
original job because he 
had always wanted to 
drive a hearse and so 
started his own funeral 
service. 

In Cardiff, John 
realised that all but one 
of the funeral companies 
in Cardiff were not 
independent family 
firms, as they claimed to 
be, but were owned by 
large American or 
French businesses. 

Green Willow was set¬ 
up, with the vow that 
they would offer 
whatever type of service 
a grieving family 
wanted, with full 
personal care at a fair 
and reasonable cost. In 
their first year, 1997, 
they handled 50 
funerals, currently they 
handle 700. 

John then moved on 
to talk about the 


distinctive humour that 
sometimes happens in 
what is, of course, a very 
emotional moment for 
the family. 

Unusual musical 
choices at cremations 
included Frank Sinatra 
singing ‘Smoke gets in 
your eyes’, and Grade 
Fields singing ‘Wish me 
luck as you wave me 
goodbye’. 

On one occasion, 

John had to organise, 
with only four days 
notice, the funeral of an 
aged aunt for two 
American ladies who 
had to fly back home at 
short notice. 

Without time to 
consider what music 
would be appropriate, he 
left the choice to a very 
young and nervous 
organist. 

The coffin was 
brought in to a spirited 
version of “The 
Dambuster’s March’, 
which the American 
ladies loved. 

Green Willow is 
owned by the trustees of 
Cardiff YMCA and all 
profit, after normal 
overheads have been 
covered, is passed to 
that charity to further its 
good works within the 
community.

Harrowing 
toll of Great 
War battles 


NEWLY- 
ELECTED 
chairman, Jean 
B i s p h a m , 
welcomed over 100 
members to Sully 
U3As July meeting 
and her first duty 
was to present the 
past chairman, Gill 
Mathias, with a 
necklace and card 
with the thanks of 
the membership. 

She thanked Gill for 
the three years she had 
served as Sully USA’s 
first chairman. 

The speaker was Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, a 
military historian who 
was bom and lives in 
Barry. He has won 
awards for two of his 
books. 

Dr Hicks gave an 
illustrated talk on Barry 
and the Great War. He 
said his interest in the 
Great War was sparked 
by the involvement in 
the conflict of his 
grandfather and great 
uncle. 

Because of his 
research, 74 names were 
added in 2007 to the 
memorial in Barry 
Memorial Hall: 8,000 
men from Barry enlisted 
and he hightlighted the 
stories of several of 
them set against the 
horrendous conditions 
that the men faced in the 
trenches. 

The scale of 
casualties and numbers 
of dead was hard to 
imagine and their young 
age was particulary 
poignant. He reminded 
the audience of the part 



played by women as 
clerks, nurses and 
factory workers. 

There were many 
questions from the 
audience and Dr Hicks 
was thanked by Jean for 
giving the members 
such a memorable talk. 

To mark the 
centenary of the 
outbreak of World War 
One, members of Sully 
USA’s local history 
group have compiled a 
booklet on the men 
commemorated on the 
memorial in St John 
Baptist Church, Sully 
and on their parents’ 
gravestones in the 
churchyard which 
should be available 
shortly. 

In conjunction with 
this, pupils from Sully 
School recently took 
part in a competition 
associated with War 
Medals with prizes 
being sponsored by 
Sully USA.

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VILLAGE SHOW ATTRACTS PLENTY OF TOP 
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As brave Beth fights on in cancer clinic... 

Friends and supporters rally to Hanover

CANCER and comedy are not usually 
obvious bedfellows. But this week, as 
former midwife and cancer sufferer Beth 
Margetson receives treatment in the 
controversial Hyperthermia Clinic in 
Hanover, it is her trademark sideways look 
at life - along with the many friends who 
are out there supporting her - which is her 
main buffer against the sometimes 
gruelling treatment. 

“I took cakes into the clinic today and, as I can’t 
speak German, I announced in the full waiting room, 
in Welsh mode, that I had brought them a bag ‘mit’ 
(with) cacen. Half the room looked horrified and the 
other half were hysterical. 

“Carmen, the nurse was crying laughing and told 
me what I’d just said: that I had brought them a bag of 
poo (kacke)! A bit of a faux pas, you could say, but I 
am bonding through laughter”. 

Beth’s stay and daily treatment has been 
punctuated during the three weeks by the arrival of 
friends and supporters, popping up almost conveyor- 
belt style. 

Fellow midwife Bev Poulton flew out with Beth 
and her 16-year-old daughter Ffion, to be joined later 
by Kay Sheridan and Philippa Horton from Balkwills 
Chemist. Husband Chris, behind Beth all the way, is 
staying at home to look after Peter, Beth’s dad. 

I arrived, in reporter mode, on the day that Kay and 
Philippa left, to be swiftly joined the next day by 
Linda Johnson, a colleague and friend from Bridgend 
College, where Beth teaches health and social care. 

During the last week, midwife Angela Hopkin and 
her sister-in-law Sally, will complete the chain of 
supporters. 

“I couldn’t have done this without you all,” says 
Beth, a little tearful. “You’ve been such a help to me 
and to Ffion, who is going through so much. Thank 
you all so much. I don’t know how I can ever repay 
you”. 

Beth, of course, has already repaid her well wishers 
a hundred times over with her indomitable spirit, 
tenacity and the ability to see a silver lining every step 
of the way. 

During my three days there, despite the traumas 
Beth had to endure - having your whole body heated 
up to over 40 degrees while lying stock still for nearly 
toee hours inevitably takes its toll - she quipped her 
way through every challenge: 

“I’ve got to have this anal probe to take my 
temperature while I lie here. I’m covered in tin foil 
from top to toe. All I need is a sprig of thyme in my 
mouth as well and I’m like a Bernard Matthews 
turkey!” 

Such levity, of course, belies the seriousness of 
Beth’s situation. Beth, who has battled her metastatic 
breast cancer since her diagnosis in 2012, has 32 
tumours in her liver and cancer throughout her bones.

She has already had her lymph nodes, her ovaries 
and one breast removed. Her battle to receive a life¬ 
extending drug, Afinitor, denied her by the NHS, has 
already been well documented here. 

Tireless fundraising meant that she was eventually 
able to buy the “£100 a pop” medication. When she 
was first diagnosed, she was given six months to live. 
But, like her own mother, who lived for 23 years with 
her own cancer - astoundingly without any 
treatment - Beth is determined to defy such prognoses 
and the system which advocates such terminal 
diagnoses and hopelessness. 

As soon as I arrived last week, I was met with her 
usual stemwinder-style oratory, which has galvanised 
the people in her hometown: 

“In Wales, I have been in a system of care which is 
paternalistic and is driven by funding and statistics. I 
have come here to a place that is driven by love and 
hope. 

“It’s not about when and how we’ll die, but how we 
are going to live. They are treating me as a person and 
looking at my illness holistically. I’m not just a breast. 
I’m not just a liver. 

“Since I’ve been here, I haven’t once heard the 
word ‘ death’. I am going to live - and what’s more. 
I’m going to change the culture that creates such fear 
and desperation”. 

Kay, who witnesses recently diagnosed cancer 
patients coming into the pharmacy regularly, endorses 
Beth’s attitude: “If you go to the doctor in Wales with 
cancer, they can almost frighten you to death. I’ve 
seen how the approach here gives people confidence. 

“They’ve treated Beth as a human being and shown 
her what she already knows - that you don’t have to 
give up”. 

But this method, which is not without its critics, 
comes at a price. Beth’s trip - funded by the 
generosity of local people - amounts to over £20,000. 
The weekly combination of hyperthermia, bio¬ 
resonance, ozone therapy and counselling costs 4,000 
euros, with travel, food and accommodation and daily 
prescriptions for an array of herbal and alternative 
preparations on top. 

Beth’s decision to access this treatment has met 
with resistance from many of the routine doctors she 
has seen and it is not acknowledged as an effective 
method by the NHS or by leading cancer charities in 
the UK. I asked Dr. Wolf, the clinic’s founder, who 
has a background in psychiatry from Heidelberg 
University, whether there was proof that hyperthermia 
worked: 

“Yes, of course. I’ve been practising it for over 30 
years. There have been studies done. But I don’t like 
to talk about survival rates. 

“We are interested in the quality of a patient’s life. 
I would hope that Mrs. Margetson’s tumours will not 
grow any bigger, so that she can live a few more 
years. But it is impossible to predict exactly how long 
someone will live. 

“It depends on how they got their cancer and many 
other factors. We look at the body, mind and soul”. 

Was he bothered by the critics? “No. I am used to 
it. The problem is that traditional methods, like 
chemotherapy, are all bound up with a multi-million 
euro industry. It’s all politics and money. 

“You have to contend with the ‘pharma-mafia’. 
And trying to get both sides of medicine - the 
alternative and the orthodox - to agree is like trying to 
create harmony between Israel and Palestine. You 
used to be able to get this treatment via our 
Krankenkasse (German health insurance), but it was 
stopped in 2004, due to the cost”. 

Does he not think that chemotherapy and other 
orthodox methods have their place? 

“Yes, but I’m not a friend of chemo. If you look at 
those flowers over there....if they were wilting, you 
wouldn’t pour poison on them, would you? And that’s 
what chemotherapy essentially is”. 

The cli ni c does, in fact, administer a low-dose form 
of chemotherapy, called Insulin Potentation Therapy. 
Again, this has been criticised as an ineffective and 
even dangerous treatment, with caveats noted on both 
Wikipedia and Quackwatch. 

The same goes for bio-resonance, which uses 
electromagnetic waves to diagnose deficiencies and 
surpluses in a patient. When Beth has her session, she 


is told that she has too much acidity and lead in her 
body and a deficiency of Vitamin C. 

During my three day stay, Beth is also prescribed 
Vita mi n B17, which comes from the stones of apricots 
and other fruits. It is not authorised for sale in the EU 
and banned by the FDA in the US. 

I push Alexander Meister, International Patient 
Care Manager at the clinic, sitting by Dr. Wolf to 
translate, for further evidence of their treatment’s 
efficacy. Given the extent of Beth’s cancer, how long 
would they expect she can survive? 

“ We hope that Mrs Margetson will live as long as 
she wishes to. Having said that, and knowing what we 
know about cancer, we see her coming as a first step 
into a new direction she is undertaking. 

“Time will tell us if her goal to see her daughter 
studying can be replaced by the goal to raise her 
grandchildren. Because we are all individual, with 
different genes, living backgrounds, dietary 
preferences etc, we’d rather focus on extending their 
living (sic) expectancy, than on curing cancer. 

“A nearly impossible, but reachable task. There is a 
study on our website which shows that liver cancer 
patients who have hyperthermia have a 250 per cent 
greater chance of finding health than those who do 
not”. 

Of “finding health”? “Yes. The study was carried 
out by Dr. Sasz for SEER. It means that these patients 
who have hyperthermia have a 250 per cent greater 
chance of extending their lives than those who don’t”. 

I ask Alexander, a welcoming, warm young man, 
with a degree in European Business Management 
from Cardiff, how he deals with the critics. 

“I agree with Dr. Wolf. You’ll never get the 
conventional doctors and the alternative ones to agree. 
We both talk medicine. But it’s like a nuclear and a 
solar engineer. They both “talk electricity”, but from a 
completely different perspective. 

“In the UK, I hear that patients are constantly told 
how long they have to hve. What hope is there left 
when you do that? We’d rather say...how do you 
strengthen the immune system? Let’s look at the 
patients’ nutrition. 

“We offer a palette of treatments and it’s hard to say 
which one works. We’re not allowed to use the word 
‘cure’. It’s even banned in America. We’re not God, 
so we don’t know how long an individual has. But we 
don’t lay our hands on a patient when they come 
through our door and say everything is gone. 
Everyone in the cli ni c here swears on an oath” . 

So their hopes for Beth? 

“In an ideal scenario, Mrs. Margetson will live until 
she is 80. Yes, that has happened”. He hesitates. “But 
of course, it is not the norm”. 

When I push him regarding efficacy of 
hyperthermia, he adds: “Studies - the one I’ve just 
mentioned - show that liver cancer patients 
WITHOUT hyperthermia have a 250 per cent worse 
chance of prolonging their lives, of being cured, of 
being healthy again”. A mention, after all, of being 
cured. This is what Beth will cling to. 

Out in the waiting room, I meet other patients. 
There is a four-year-old boy from Poland waiting for 
treatment with his parents. He has a sarcoma on his 
lower leg. The clinic is forbidden by law from treating 
German children. 

Next to them sits a 44-year- old man from Ireland, 
whom Beth has befriended during her stay. “Jim” has 
been ill for over four years, with bowel cancer 
initially, which has now metastasised into his liver, 
lungs and aorta. 

Unlike Beth, he is withdrawn and exhausted 
looking. The father of three teenage daughters has 
already travelled to a private cli ni c in Mexico -“not 
much good - they only took some blood and didn’t do 
much else” - and claims that he rid himself of most of 
his cancer a year ago simply by consuming 
wheatgrass. 

“That sort of cancer therapy is big in Ireland”. This 
time around, however, that method has failed to work. 
He sits staring at the floor, sipping the liver-cleansing 
tea provided by the clinic, his enormous eyes hollow 
and tired within his gaunt face. 

“This method has got to work, hasn’t it?” he says 
quietly .“Just look at all the new people walking 
through the door every day. I’m annoyed that my

tumour markers have gone up since I’ve been here, 
but they’ve told me that this is common mid-treatment 
and that I shouldn’t worry”. 

Beth has taken “Jim” under her wing, bolstering 
him with her positive outlook, endlessly entertaining 
approach, supplies of organic food-and utter faith. 

“Don’t you worry about that. It’s due to a flare or 
spike in levels in response to the treatment. It doesn’t 
mean anything. Come on, now Jim. Let’s get a bit 
more positive, shall we?”. 

During my three days with Beth, she undergoes a 
catalogue of treatments: as well as the Vitamin C 
infusions, ozone therapy in which her own blood is 
infused with oxygen then reinserted into her body and 
bio-resonance therapy. There is the local 
hyperthermia directly on to her liver and the much 
less tolerable whole body hyperthermia. 

Coffee enemas are recommended, an approach 
pioneered as part of the much-criticised Gerson 
therapy. Beth is adamant that this holistic approach is 
the way forward. 

“I have a degree in Public Health and I’m a 
qualified nurse and midwife. I know how to research 
things -and I wouldn’t have come here at a cost of 
£25,000 if I didn’t t hi nk it was going to work. I’m a 
bit of a pariah though with the doctors back home. 
Conventional oncologists will do anything within 
their power to make you not go ”. 

I sit with Beth during one of her hyperthermia 
sessions, taking over briefly from Efion, who has been 
resolutely beside Beth, every step of the way. 
Suspended on a hammock, over an infra-red lamp, 
Beth soon gets hotter and hotter and is literally 
dripping with sweat. It is uncomfortable to watch, but 
Beth, full of resolve and her unshakeable faith, still 
manages to talk: 

“ The hotter I get, the more agitated I become. But 
I’m better this week. I was hysterical last week. I close 
my eyes and lie here and just visualise the tumours 
popping. I’m okay. I’m okay”. 

Hyperthermia as a treatment has its roots in ancient 
Egypt, Greece and Rome. Liquids heated up to a 
vapour on stones and bricks were used to treat what 
was probably breast cancer. It has been referred to by 
some as the “fourth leg” of cancer treatment, but it is 
still not recognised as a mainstream option and lacks 
regulation. 

But there are doctors who acknowledge its 
benefits. A few months ago, Beth consulted Justin 
Stubbing, Professor of Cancer Medicine at Imperial 
College, London, much in the news lately regarding 
his views on immunotherapy, which he believes is the 
way forward in the war against cancer. 

Stubbing has written about hyperthermia treatment 
in the medical journal. The Lancet: “There’s a lot of 
evidence that hyperthermia can work. 

“The few, but impressive trails are evidence that 
this is not just anecdotal technology, but one that 
warrants continued investments and investigation. 
The studies’ improvements in tumour responses 
would generally be hailed a success had they been a 
pharmaceutical product.

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Porthcawl woman’s fight to beat cancer means

“Hyperthermia requires trained personnel and 
speci^ised equipment. Scepticism is often justified 
but data is increasing and the design of ongoing 
studies is robust. It is time that this technology is given 
the attention it deserves”. 

I ring Dr Stebbing for a chat. He is the only doctor 
who is willing to talk to me, despite weeks of trying to 
access an opinion from the conventional arm of 
medicine: 

“The problem is that there is no standardised 
technique for this kind of therapy yet. So it has not 
done itself any favours. We don’t have comprehensive 
data yet - but what is there is promising. Hyperthermia 
is closer to conventional medicine than Chinese 
medicine and you can use it next to any modality ”. 

The day I leave, I am given the opportunity to talk 
to another patient, 62-year-old Hannelore, from 
Germany. Diagnosed with breast cancer five years 
ago, she had a lumpectomy, then came to Hannover 
for this treatment. She remained cancer free for four 
years, but discovered a lump in her other breast last 
year. 

“I hadn’t cleansed my soul” she tells me gently. “I 
know why it came back”. Hannelore believes firmly in 
this method and comes to the cli ni c every two weeks 
for one day . 

“It is expensive, but chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy cost more. I’ll know when to stop 
coming. I know when I feel healed”. 

Biokrebs, the leading organisation in Germany 
dealing with “biological” and alternative cancer 
therapies states : “Concerning metastatic tumours of 
the liver, hyperthermia is excellent when combined 
with chemotherapy, increasing the remission rate by 
12 per cent. 

“It is not yet a widely acknowledged treatment in 
oncology, even though there are numerous clinical 
studies. Hopefully, the majority who still think that 
hyperthermia is the dead-end among oncology 
methods, might be convinced of the opposite and 
become less sceptical in the future”. 

Beth and I have a final meeting with Dr. Wolf. He 
tells her that the “few cancer cells she has are not 
going to kill her” and, extraordinarily, that “she can 
live a hundred years”. 


You can tell that this doctor has a background in 
psychiatry. To him, imparting the feelgood factor in 
his patients is key. And who are we to argue with that? 

Will Beth have a scan at the end of the three weeks? 
“No. She should go by how she feels. Go home and 
rest. Continue with our therapies. Then come back 
again in a couple of months”. 

To do that, a further £20,000 will need to be raised. 
Dr. Wolf tells me that the ideal course of treatment is 
“six weeks each time”, which would take the cost for 
Beth to nearer £40,000. 

When it’s time for me to go, Beth becomes tearful, 
as she has done when each group of visitors has left 
her. I reflect on my three days in Hannover with this 
extraordinary woman and her lovely young daughter 
and I bow to her ongoing bravery and courage. 

To her irrepressible positive outlook, her amazing 
sense of humour, her stoicism and her inspirational 
attitude. Yes, the German treatment is controversial 
and expensive, but - and here’s the mb - what price 
can you put on hope? 

And are our doctors, “the spineless sheep leading 
such a vital service” Beth refers to, simply closing 
their eyes to this non-dmg-based approach, when, in 
reality, if the trials are to be believed, it really can help 
eradicate some tumours? If the latter is the case, the 
need to act is urgent. 

One thing cancer sufferers - and that includes 
Beth - do not have on their side, is time. 
“Smokescreens and political claptrap needs to go” 
says Beth angrily. 

“There are people dying in droves because the 
doctors and specialists are in thrall to the dmg 
companies”. 

Just before I leave, I ask Beth if she has reassessed 
her goals since being there. 

“Yes, I have. I wanted to see Ffion get to University, 
but now I’m going to see her get married...maybe 
divorced (giggles all round)...and I’m going to be there 
to see her through pregnancy and childbirth. 

“I’m going back to Wales now and I’m going to 
open up a juice bar - not much room in the vestry at 
Tabemacl, but m have a go. I’m going to tell people 
in Wales about this....where can you get a green juice 
in Wales? 

“You can get a Mcdonald’s on every comer, but not 
an organic juice! Here there are organic supermarkets 



everywhere. No wonder we are HI. And we’ve got to 
stop all this fear and money...and Godless culture. I’m 
a testimony to faith. I’m in a good place”. 

In the background, in a now homely apartment 
littered with bulging fruit bowls, clothes and bottles of 
medication, Linda is making organic minestrone, to be 
served with gluten-free flatbread, oxygenated water 
and organic fresh fmit salad. 

Ffion is practising her ever-improving German, 
grinning from ear to ear. “Danke Schoen!” she 
chimps, proud of her linguistic aptitude and perhaps 
unaware of yet another coping mechanism she has 
developed. 

Beth, delivering irreverent comments machine-gun 
style, looks as radiant (“fabulous fuschia lipstick!”) as 
ever. Grabbing an organic orange, she starts planning 
a weekend trip to Berlin. 

When she gets there, she texts me: “My tumour 
markers are down by 300!”. Full of cancer she may be, 
but our Beth, unafraid of grappling with the Goliath 
that is our current medical system and unafraid of a 
disease she will not allow to conquer her, continues to 
be full of zest. 

Long may she - and the fundraising - continue.

Rhws pupils look to a 
role in the community 


OVER the course of this academic year, 
Rhws Primary School has carried out a
